liam Barnes, jr., quotes the following statement by Mr. Roosevelt, 
made on or about July 22,1914, during the campaign for .the nom- 
ination lor governor, all of which he says is untrue and libelous:

. "In New York state we see at its worst the development of the 


system of bi-partisan boss rule: The outcome of this system is 
necessarily the invisible government which the progressive 
party 


was in large part founded to oppose. . 


"It is impossible to secure the economic social and industrial 


reforms to which we are pledged until this invisible government of 
the party bosses, working tbrouugh the alliance between crooked 
business and crooked politics is rooted out of our governmental 
system.

"In New York state the two political machines are completely 


dominated, the one by Mr. Barnes, the other by Mr. Murphy. 


"The state government is rotten throughout in almost all its

Much used to be said about teleg- 


raph} as a chance for young men to 
earn a good living. 
One hears less 


to the same effect nowadays. Presi- 
dent Xewcomb Carlton of the Wes- 
tern Union told the Commission on 
Industrial Relations at Chicago the 
other day that telegraphers are un- 
derpaid. He said a Morse telegra- 
pher now gets ?23 a week while 
women get $18, and he claimed 
a 


good telegrapher should get ?5 a 
day. 


It was only a few years ago that 


a writer in the Independent inter- 
viewed a lot of telegraph operators, 
and found that thev 
were 
earning 


only low pay. One of them said that 
his ambition would be satisfied when 
he reached §18 a week. 


Telegraphy calls 
for -a 
certain 


quality of mind not possessed by ev- 
eryone, 
w ith 
accuracy, swiftness, 


flexibility of thought, and nervous 
poise. 
Very hea\y responsibility is 


placed on many telegraphers, partic- 
ularly those in railroad work. 
Ev- 


erything considered, the wages paid 
are not high for the service requir- 
ed. 


Probably the payment is kept 


down by the competition of women. 
In due time as women enter com- 
mercial fields more thoroughly, this 
disparity will not exist so much. If 
women find themselves paid beneath 
their real value, they will go into 
enterprises on their own account, 
and will relieve 
the 
less 
skilled 


trades of the pressure of women ap- 
plicants. 
But 
for the 
present, 


telegraphy seems to be a field where 
women earn better pay than they 
can get as stenographers and book- 
keepers. 


In the readiness and adaptability 


of thought required in telegraphy, 
women certainly excel men. Wheth- 
er they would bear the serious re- 
sponsibilities of railroad telegraphy 
equally well might 
be questioned. 


But in commercial work their alert- 
ness and speed should make them su- 
perior. 


Young and ambitious men capable 


of doing telegraph work can prob- 
ably enter more profitable employ- 
ments. 
Many women could 
better 


their position by entering this field. 
The telegraph is not likely to be su- 
perseded by the telephone. For cer- 
tain definite messages it will always 
be the cheaper method.

No British Conscription. 


(Xew 
York World.) 


The refusal of the DrUisli govern- 


ment to resort to conscription 
is 


based on Lord Kitchener's statement 
that He is gratified with the nation's 
response to his appeal for volun- 
teers. 
It is possilsle also that the 


experience of the United Siates in 
Cnil-War dajs helped along the con- 
clusion. 


Our draft, beginning in 1863, was 


a mixture of conscription and tax- 
ation wlmli probably dad more harm 
than good. Tho same energy devol-cd 
to enlistment would have produced 
better results, brought better men lo 
the rank*; and presented nj«oh injus- 
tice and ill-fueling. Men drafted were 
permitted to hire substitutes or es- 
cape service by money payments. In 
tins way ilif system bore with special 
hardship upon the poor. 


The lotal number of men drafted 


by the Nation durang the Civil War 
was 206,678. Of these, 86,724 paid 
commutation, 73,607 
hired substi- 


tutes and only 43,347 wore actually 
held to service. 
Great Britain has 


resorted 1o extraordinary measures 
to raise its volunteer army, and if 
the organization can H»e maintained 
on that basis, 3 he result, honorable 
alike to people 
and 
Government, 


wall do much to strengthen in other 
nations opposition to conscription ex- 
cept a* a la*t resort.

Robert B. Ward of the Brooklyn club 
both members of the Federal League 
executive committee. 


It was said that certain club-owners 


in the Federal League had been of- 
fered clubs in the National League 
and there would be amalgamations in 
at least five cities which now have 
Federal and National League baseball. 
Phil Ball, it was said, had been of- 
fered in option on the St. Louis Na- 
tionals. 


President Gilmore of the Federals, 


when asked concerning the develop- 
ments, said that Mr. Ball expected to* 
remain in Chicago today, adding: 


"Whj, jou know there should have 


been peace in baseball a long tirns 
ago."'

5500 houses destroyed, thousands of 
peasants homeless and living in holes 
in the ground, absolute cessation of 
any kind of work that shall provide 
for a fall harvest — is drawn in the 
reports now reaching

from 


Russian Poland.

TURKISH COAST 


BOMBARDED BY 


RUSSIAN FLEET 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS 1 CLEGRAMl 


Petrograd, April 23.—The Russian 


Black Sea torpedo boat squadron 
bombarded the 
Turkish _;coast, be- 


tween Archava and Artaschin on 
April 19. This 15-mile strip of coast, 
in which was located the quarters -of 
the Turkish army operating in this 
region, was swept with shell and the 
barrack and provision stores were ig- 
nited and destroyed. A large number 
of Turkish coastwise vessels 
laden 


with ammunition and supplies was 
sunk. 
Turkish land forces were initiating 


a sortie under cover of their artillery 
at the time. They were thrown into 
a panic by the unexpected bombard- 
ment from the sea and their support- 
ing guns were immediately silenced. 


On April 20 all the Turkish efforts 


to start ah offensive in this region 
ceased. 


Only minor engagements are report- 


ed to exist on the Prussian front. 


The greatest activity appears among 


the aircraft service. A Russian areo- 
plane, driven by four separate motors 
and capable of carrying the -weight 
of sixteen men, has raided the Polish 
towns of Allawa, near the East Prus- 
sian frontier, and Plock, on the Vis- 
tula.
